The fourth convention was held at Baltimore, Md., August 21-22, 1918, 
with 23 delegates attending. 

The chapters numbered 50. Bank balance — $5,312.90. 

In January of 1918, Ursula Jokubauskas resigned as Editor of “Mo- 
tery Dirva”. The Rev. P. Juškaitis edited a 44month combined issue and 
attended to the administrative tasks as well. 

This convention named an editorial committee consisting of Mrs. 
A. Nauséda — Editor; Miss M. Gurinskas — Administrator; B. Abroma- 
vicius — Collaborator-Contributor. The new Editor’s first issue appeared 
November, 1918. 

It was voted to establish a Women’s Alliance Lith, Red Cross chapter 
and Miss A. M. Stalionis was named director.
